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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 7 
and 8 have typographical error. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. 

Regarding independent claims 6 and 10, claims in lines 12-15, recite "an 
encoding unit encoding an output of quantizing unit by entropy encoding method, 
wherein total of a number of bits of the high-frequency component and a number of bits 
of the low-frequency component is same regardless of the types of the edge area or the 
non-edge area". Applicant in the specification, page 80, lines 1-8 discusses 
quantizing unit obtain total number of bits of the high-frequency component and a 
number of bits of the low-frequency component same regardless of the types of the 
edge area or the non-edge area. However applicant in the specification has not shown 
entropy encoding the high frequency component and low frequency component such 
that number of bits of the high-frequency component and a number of bits of the low- 
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frequency component is same regardless of the types of the edge area or the non-edge 
area. Claims 7-9 are dependent on claim 6 therefore they are also rejected. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding independent claims 6 and 10, claims in lines 12-15, recite "an 
encoding unit encoding an output of quantizing unit by entropy encoding method, 
wherein total of a number of bits of the high-frequency component and a number of bits 
of the low-frequency component is same regardless of the types of the edge area or the 
non-edge area". The limitation "encoding unit encoding an output of quantizing unit by 
entropy encoding method, wherein total of a number of bits of the high-frequency 
component and a number of bits of the low-frequency component is same regardless of 
the types of the edge area or the non-edge area" is indefinite because entropy 
encoding is probability based encoding. Therefore it is not understood how can entropy 
encoding is performed such that total number of bits of the high-frequency component 
and a number of bits of the low-frequency component is same regardless of the types of 
the edge area or the non-edge area. Claims 7-9 are dependent on claim 6 therefore 
they are also rejected.
